First to Teach Deaf Mutes. 

The first American Institution for 
the education of the deaf and dumb 
was founded In Hartford In lul7 by 
Dr. Thomas H. Onliuudet, who \vn* 
born In Philadslphla 131 years ago. 
He was educated at Yale nud at 
Andover Theological seminary, and 
It was his Intention to enter the min¬ 
istry. Before leaving Andover, how¬ 
ever, he had decided to devote his 
life to tho Instruction of denf mutes, 
for whom no provision had beau made 
anywhere In America. He remained 
at the head of the Hartford Institu¬ 
tion from 1817 until 1830. when III 
health forced his retirement. The 
first systematic attempt to Instruct 
the denf and dumb In Europe was 
made In 1570 by Pedro de 1’oneo, a 
Benedictine monk of Spain. The first 
British Institution of this kind was 
opened In Edinburgh In 1773.
